Unless U.S. Aids Nicaragua 


May Be Better to Turn Government Over to Calles, Says 
Conservative President, to Escape Fighting. 
Expected Active American Help. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 18 (By. A. 
P.).—Discussing the situation in Nica- 
ragua and future possibilities, Adolfo 


Diaz, the conservative president, made 
references today to both the United 


States and Mexico. 

“Tl accepted the presidency of Nica- 
ragua,” he said, “expecting that the 
United States would: aid Nicaragua to 
restore order and secure peace, The 
day after my inauguration I therefore 
appealed to the government of the 
United States soliciting its support for 
the solution of the present crisis and

“Since then two expeditions have 
come to the shores of Nicaragua.

What is doubtless the most impor- 
tant and amazing single confirmation of 
the Bible story of the birth of Jesus 
may be found todey written upon an 
ancient marble ruin in the present 


capital of Turkey, the storied city of | 


Angora, in Asia Minor. It is in the 
very words of the Roman Emperor 


Augustus, who ruled the world at the | 


time of the first Christmas. 


This inscription is not a conjecture | 


or a quotation or an allusion or a 
version at second hand or a debatable 
interpretation; but the clear and ex- 
plicit official

has been standing more than 1900 years, 
awaiting the day when its significance 
should be interpreted to a skeptical 
world.

MOST, TESTS INDICATE 


Girls Cheat More Often in, 


Class Work, Boys in Games, 
University Learns. 


LIES ARE AFFIRMATIVE 


New York, Dec. 18 (By A. P.).— 
Studies of honesty among school chil- 
dren in cities and towns of the East 
indicate that children of wealth are 
most prone to steal money, that girls 
more often cheat in the classroom, 
and boys in games, and that honesty 
is in direct proportion to intelligence. 
The tests are being made by psychol- 
ogists engaged in a “character educa- 
tion inquiry” at Columbia university. 

A majority of the pupils were re- 
ported as lying when asked questions 
to which they felt an affirmative an- 
swer should be given, such as “Do you 
read the Bible every day?” Ninety per 
cent said they did, according to Dr. 
Merk A. May, one of the psychologists. 
Dr. May is on a three-year leave of ab- 
sence from Syracuse university fac- 
ulty. 

Ingenious tests were devised to meas- 
ure such abstract quantities as steal- 
lying and cheating tendencies. 
Children were asked to solve a puzzle 
which involved the use of 69 cents in 
various coins. ‘Fhe object was to see 
how many would take the money. 

Among the 250 Jewish orphans of 
New York's East Side only ten dimes 
disappeared. When the same test was 
given to children of the rich in an 
exclusive school it was found 18 per 
cent took money, while in one case the 
coins disappeared, box and all, and in 
another a pupil hid a 25-cent piece, 
claimed an error and asked for a sec- 
ond, which also disappeared subse- 
quently. 

Standard intelligence tests used with 
the honesty tests were the basis for 
the announcement that generally the 
more intelligent the child the more 
honest he is. Home background was 
found to be the most powerful facto 
in shaping a child’s character, the 
mother’s influence exceeding the fath- 
er's and that of the parents together 
far surpassing that of playmates, Boy 
Scouts or Campfire Girl leaders or 
teachers in -public.or Sunday schools.

The Coolidge administration yester- 
day took the first step in a program de- 
signed to serve notice on the rest of the 
world that the United States will not 
stand idly by while its neighbors con- 
tinue to arm for war. 

A bill authorizing construction of 10 
additional cruisers at a cost of $15,000,- 
000 each when armed, was introduced 
in the House by Representative Thomas 
S. Butler, chairman of the House naval 
affairs committee, following a White 
House conference in which he and 
other members of the same committee 
took part in Friday night. 

The bill will be reported to the 
House Tuesday with a rule which will 
insure prompt action. Supplemental 
estimates to provide money for con- 
struction will follow. 

The bill, together with the adminie- 
tration policy on cruisers now au- 
thorized, would give this country 18 
new cruisers, all of 10,000 tons displace- 
ment, with a 35-knot speed and 8-inch 
guns to be completed by 1931. 

It means that five years from now, 
and granted that Great Britain and 
Japan do not enlarge their bullding 
programs, the United States would have 
25 battle cruisers of 225,000 tons, Japan 
27 battle cruisers of 193.000 tons, and 


Great Britain 54 battle cruisers of 340,- 
000 tons. 


Departs From Old Policy. 


Fully as important, yesterday's de- 
velopments that the Preside nt has de- 
parted almost entirely from the policy 
of international association to w hich he 
at one time was committed and has 
gone over to those who wish this coun- 
try to keep step in the 
armament. 

The last string which is attached is 
the clause in Representative Butler's 
bill which provides that in the event 
of another international conference on 
disarmaments the President is em- 
powered to suspend construction of 
any or all of the ships. The same sort 
of a clause was in the 1916 naval bulld- 
ing program asked by Secretary Dan- 
lels. 

President Coolidge has shown by 
three of his actions, however, in the 
past month and a half that his for- 
eign policy is taking an entirely dif- 
ferent path than the one he followed 
in the previous days of his adminis- 
tration. 

On November 11, at Kansas City, the 
President definitely abandoned any 
further effort to bring the United 
States into the world court. Last week 
he announced he did not believe the 
present was a propitious time for call- 
ing a conference for the codification of 
international law at The Hague. He 
confirmed this opposition yesterday to 
Representative Stephen G. Porter, cf 
Pennsylvania, and other members of 
the foreign relations committee of the 
House who called on him to seek his 
support for a pending resolution re. 
questing such a conference.

“The period of school attendance 
has been growing at a rate scarcely 
anticipated and hardly recognized 
even now,” Prof. A. C. Krey, of the 
University of Minnesota, chairman 
of the committee rendering the re- || 
port, said. 

“As late as 1919 the observation 
was made that our citizens were’ 
equipped with an average education 
of the sixth grade, but the average 
school education of today extends to 
the tenth grade.”

HOWELL SUUnES HOUSE 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Another snag in the way of the House 
rivers and harbors bill was removed 
‘yesterday in the Senate with approval 


of a modified program for Missouri 
river improvement between Kansas City 
and Sioux City, Iowa. 

Agreement on this provision yester- 
day and on the Illinois river channe! 
project Friday left as the only probable 
stumbling block to passage of the 
measure, which would authorize an 
expenditure of $60,000,000 for river and 
|harbor improvements, the proposal for 
purchase of the Cape Cod canal. 

Senator Howell (Republican), Ne- 
braska, opened yesterday with a vigor- 
|ous attack on the House provision to 
buy the canal for $11,500,000, which is 
i vet to be passed on by the Senate, but 
tne this, leaders generally predicted 
that the bill would be put to a final 
| vote by Tuesday. 

A report from the commerce com- 
mittee, reversing its previous stand that 
|property owners along the Missouri 
| river should meet part of the cost of 
| the Kansas City to Sioux City improve- 
ment, ended the fight on this project. 

With little opposition, the House 
| provision then was accepted with an 
amendment to limit the depth of the 
channel to six feet and restrict the 
first appropriation to $12,000,000. 

Western senators who accepted the 
$12,000,000 limitation in return (for 
elimination of the provision demanding 
partial payment by property owners 
were chided by Senators Willis, of 
Ohio, and Lenroot, of Wisconsin, Re- 
publicans, who insisted it would result 
in delay and “dilatory consideration of 
the project.”

Because the hoary hill town of 
Angora is remote and inaccessible, the 
Nationalists Turks made it their new 
capital, in order that they might be 
out of reach of foreign guns and foreign 
influence, as at Constantinople. That 
same reason explains how the Temple 
of Rome and Augustus escaped com- 
plete destruction during the successive 
waves of conquest in Asia Minor, 
wherein great cities were obliterated. 


Lies in Ancient Phrygia. 


Angora, accent on the first syllable, 
is about 220 miles east by southeast of 
Constantinople, on a high plain. The 
ancient name was Ancyra, or anchor. 
It lies within ancient Phrygia, and 
Phrygian grave mounds are common. 
Sometime in the third century before 
Christ, the swarming Gauls from Eu- 
rope established the community, and 
gave their name to what became later 
the Roman province of Galatia. (It 
was to the Christians here that Paul 
wrote his epistle to the Galatians.) 
One legend has it that King Midas was 
the first ruler of Ancyra. In the days 
of Augustus, and of Jesus, and of 
Paul, the city had become the metrop- 
oliis of Galatia. As a provincial capi- 
tal, it dutifully followed the example 
of Pergamum and Nicomedia in setting 
up temples of Rome and Augustus, in 
which the emperor was worshiped. The 
Book of the Revelation speaks of this 
temple at Pergamum as “Satan’s Seat.” 

The city of Angora has had a tem- 
pestuous history, as its abundant an- 
tiquities, built into the wall which 
surrounds its central hill, make plain. 
It was captured in turn by the Per- 
sians and the Arabs and the Seljuks. 
For eighteen’ years the Latin crusaders 
held it. Tamerlane seized it bloodily 
in 1402; but it was recovered by the 
Turks in 1415, .who held it until the 
Egyptian, Ibrahim Pasha, took and held 
it for a time in 1832. The picturesque 
wall is of Tamerlane’s construction. 
Now the city is being rebuilt on modern 
lines, by the new Turkish government. 


Ruins Officially Preserved. 


Although I found no residents of 
Angora, except two officials in the de- 
knew 


Caesar. He was born 63 B. C. and died 
14 A. D. His full personal name was 
Caius Julius Caesar Octavianus. The 
title of Augustus, meaning ‘‘worthy of 
reverence,’ ce the “deified one,’ was 
conferred by the Roman senate on 
January 16,27 B. C. He was the first 
Roman emperor, and he reigned 37 
years, bringing the empire to its high- 
est glory and fixing the new form of 
imperial government. One who reads 
his proud record of conquests can not 
escape the touch of drama in the fact 
that Augustus has his greatest fame 
because of a babe, of whom he never 
heard, who was born during his reign 
in an obscure town in a remote prov- 
ince of the empire. 

Ages after the fall of Rome and after 
successive conquerors and hordes had 
swept over the ruins of the empire, re- 
ports began to reach Europe of this 
surviving Roman ruin at Angora. In 
the year 1555 an expedition of Dutch 
scholars was sent to Turkey by the 
Emperor Ferdinand II to translate this 
inscription. Their work was poorly 
done. In 1689 a Smyrna merchant 
named Crosson secured a better, but 
still imperfect, copy of the Latin. In 
1701 Louis XIV of France sent a mis- 
sion to study this “Monumentum ‘An- 
cyranum,” but with unsatisfactory re- 
sults. Other imperfect copies were 
made until, in 1859, Mordtmann, of 
Hamburg, and two French scholars sent 
by Napoleon III in 1861 brought back 
the best copieg, 

Their work was bettered, in 1882, by 
Humann, representing the Berlin Aca- 
demy, who brought back perfect plaster 
casts of the whole inscription, including 
the Greek. The document has since 
been esteemed qne of the _ greatest 
originals from classic times. 


What the Emperor Wrote. 


No encyclopedia or Bible dictionary, 
or other work of reference, does more 
than make mention of the “Monumen- 
tum Ancyranum.” The stupendous big- 
nificance of the census paragraph seems 
to have been wholly overlooked. 


As a picture of his time. from the 


emperor’s own viewpoint, the inscrip- 
tion is priceless. Its opening paragraph, 
translated, reads: | 

“Subjoined is a copy of the record 
made of the exploits of the deified 
Augustus, by which he brought the 
hole wofid under the empire of the 
Soenain ple; and of the sums of 


peo 
the | money expended by him on the Repub- 


lic and people of Rome. The original 
is engraved on two bronze pillars set 

up in Rome,” . 
Passing by, for the moment, all other 
of the inscription, we come to 


these momentous words: 
“In my sixth consulship, with M. 


| before the year 4 B. C., possibly two 
| years earlier. ‘It is also of record that 
| Herod carried out the Roman enum- 
eration by tribes, a method in accord 
with Jewish feeling; and quite prob- 
ably the enrollment was delayed or 
postponed. With an unexplained in- 
terval of only a year or a year and a 
half, and with this unquestionable date 
in the Roman emperor’s own autobi- 
ography, the Angora inscription must 
be accepted as a marvelous vindica- 
tion of the accuracy of St. Luke in his 
telling of the Christmas story. 


Roman Life in Days of Jesus. 


Of fascinating interest as a picture 
of the life of Rome at the beginning 
of Christian era is this “Monumentus 
Ancyranum.” It tells how with an 
army of a half million Roman citizens 
Augustus “undertook wars throughout 
the whole world.” It narrates kis 
triumphs, as when “there were led be- 
fore my chariot kings or sons of kings 
to the number of nine.” 

With ‘delicious’ self-exaltation he 
thrusts into the midst of records of 
his deification, and of his other honors, 
and of his gifts to the people, this 
boast of his own modesty: “The Capi- 
toline temple and Theater of Pompeius 
I repaired, with enormous outlay on 
both works, without having my name 
inscribed on either.” 

He tells of eight gladiatorial shows 
that he gave wherein 10,000 men fought 
in the arena. Twenty-six times he 
gave exhibitions of African wild beasts, 
wherein 3,500 animals were killed. It 
was a, bloodthirsty, war-torn, tyranny- 
ridden world into which the Prince of 
Peace came during the reign of Great 
Augustus, ushering in the Christmas 
spirit, with its promise of a new world.

There were rumors yesterday that the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railroad, 
with a surplus of $210,000,000, planned 
a stock dividend, and that the Pullman 
Co., with a surplus of $33,000,000, was 
working out its recapitalization plan, 
says the Tribune, but President Storey, 
of the Santa Fe, and officials of the 
Pullman Co. said nothing was im- 
minent.

The Federal geological survey es- 
tablished today an observatory at 
this point, 10 miles from the peak, 
and has installed seismographs on 
concrete pliers, so placed that the 
tilting of the earth a mere inch 20 
miles away would be recorded. The 
temperature of the peak will be kept 
as faithfully as the fever chart of a 
hospital patient, and even the 
tiniest vibration when the volcano 
starts to throw a smoke screen 
around the surrounding country will 
be magnified 200 times by the in- 
tricate scientific instruments. 

Portable selsmographs will be 


placed at various points on the peak.

ACCIDENT IS VERDICT 
IN SHOOTING OF GIRL 


Alexandria Coroner Exoner- 
ates Youth in Death of 
Pauline Kidwell. 


A verdict of accidental death was 
rendered yesterday by Coroner T. Mar- 
shall Jones, of Alexandria, after an in- 
vestigation into the death of Miss 
Pauline Kidwell, 17-year-old daughter 
of Mrs. Ruth A. Kidwell, who died in 
the Alexandria hospital Frday night, 
from a bullet wound from a rifle held 
by Harvey B. Struder, 18 years old, 
Wednesday evening. 

Statements made by the girl shortly 
before her death to Dr. Samuel B. 
Moore and the Rev. H. L. Schlincke, 
pastor of the Methodist Protestant 
church, to the effect that the shooting 
was accidental, and a similar statement 
by the girl’s mother, convinced the 
coroner that there had been no crim- 
inal intent. 

The story of Struder was to the 
effect that Wednesday afternoon he 
met Miss Kidwell after she came from

U. S. MARINES GUARD 
| PRESIDENT OF NATION 


i: Tariff Is Said to Be De- 
| priving People of Neces- 
saries of Life. 


Safely hid from eyes of censors in a 
consignment of Haitian pineapples 
which came to the American market a 
few days ago, were documents and cor- 
respondence from Percival Thoby, for- 


mer charge d'affaires here, who is now 
at the head of the nationalist party of 
the island republic. Underground agita- 
tion and irritation of the Haitian peo- 
ple, he said, had been greatly increased 
since the trip to the United States of 
President Luis Borno. 

The president, according to the cor- 
respondent, ventures from his residence 
in Port au Prince only when accom- 
panied by a heavy guard of American 
marines. M. Georges Sejourne, former 
inspector general of finances, an expert, 
has lodged before the judge of instruc- 
tion and the government attorney a 
|complaint against the American finan- 
'clal adviser, W. W. Cumberland, as 
' printed in Haitian newspapers sent by 
Thoby, setting forth that he has fal- 
‘sified figures concerning the economic 
situation. 

President Borno, it was said, has 
recently signed a contract with an 
American company for cultivation of 
sisal in the department of the North, 
|8,000 carreaux, approximately 26,548 
acres, to be given to the company by 
the government. The Haitian state, 
Thoby pointed out, does not own that 
much territory in this department. The 
American occupation, it was said, Is 
now dispossessing peasants of that sec- 


‘tion by requiring them to produce titles 
-| to land they have occupied a long time. 


Senate Has Memorandum. 


In a memorandum to the United 
States Senate, made last year by Thoby, 
detailed information concerning Haitian 
titles was set forth. He explained their 
loss by damp, insects, fire and other 
means in the place of record. He also 
explained the custom of partition of 
estates by family agreement, smaller 
holders taking under title of the larger 
estate. Now, he stated, the Haitian 
government has resorted to unconstitu- 
tional methods, a kind of inquisition, 
to gain possession of the land. 

Foreseeing that any claim of right by 
the government to land of peasants 
would cause a multitude of civil suits 
by which they would have hoped to 
prove title, the occupation, it was said, 
has instituted, through the unconstitu- 
tional council of state, composed of 21 
members picked by Borno, a land court 
to settle all matters pertaining to land 
disputes, its decision to be final. 


Natives Desire Condemnation. 


The Haitian constitution has pro- 
vided courts of first instance which 
shall have the right to act in matters 
involving land, with appeal to a court 
of appeals and to the Haitian supreme 
court. The natural result of court ac- 
tion, Thoby stated, would be “con- 
demnation of the state to civil damage 
if the government should claim own- 
ership of the land by civil suits on the 
pretext that the owners have no titles.”’ 
Such condemnation is desired by peas- 
ants if they are to be deprived of prop- 
erty which they have improved over a 
long period. 

With the new Haitian tariff in ef- 
fect nearly three months, merchants

Systematic. Ruin Charged. 


| In an editorial in the Courier Hai- 
itiam, Sejourne charged that through 
| Financial Minister Cumberland Haiti 
was being “ruined methodically and 
systematically.” He challenged the 
method used by the financial adviser 
in his report, which aimed to show a 
favorable trade balance under his ad- 
ministration. He asserted that Cumber- 
land failed to deduct taxes paid by 
Haitian exporters from the total export 
figure, including as profit 12,018,765 
Haitian gourdes for last August which 
should have been taken out of the total. 
In a signed article in the same paper, 
Sejourne set forth that the Haitian 
deficit for the year, set forth by Finan- 
cia] Minister Cumberland as 40,843,268 
gourdes, was in . reality 55,169,016 
gourdes. The article is annotated re- 
ferring to page and line of the report 
of the financial adviser.

AMERICA AND ITS NEIGHBORS. 

The Dominican Republic this month is 
paying off the last installment of its 
bond issue of 1908, 31 years in advance 
of the authorized maturity of the loan 
It is a remarkable achievement, credit- 
able alike to the Dominican government 
and to the United States, which has as- 


sisted Santo Domingo in rehabilitating | 


its finances 

President Roosevelt was compelled to 
intervene in the affairs of Santo Domingo 
in 1905, on account of the danger of for- 
eign intervention following repeated rev- 
olutions and threatened anarchy. On 
February 15, 1905, he transmitted to the 
Senate a treaty signed at Santo Domingo 
city on February 7, under which the 
United Svates agreed to undertake the 
adjustment of ail Dominican debts, for- 
eign and domestic, and to that end to 
take charge of and administer the cus- 
toms. The treaty was ratified in 1907. 
A bond issue of $20,000,000, payable in 
50 years, was authorized. The first in- 
terest payment of $100,000 was made in 
January, 1908, and the last will be made 
this month. The general receiver of cus- 
toms, Mr. William E. Pulliam, made the 
first payment on account of the loan, and 
is now making the last, having carried on 
this work under Presidents Roosevelt, 
Taft, Harding and Coolidge. 

The proceeds of the loan were devoted 
not only to the extinguishment of debt 
but to public improvements. Santo Do- 
mingo is now provided with more and 
better roads, in proportion to its size, 
than any other Latin-American country. 


Its rich resources have been made avail- 


able for development. The American oc- 
cupation was withdrawn according to 
agreement, and the government of the 
republic is in the hands of its own people. 
The nation is solvent, prosperous and 
peaceful. 

What the United States has done in 
Cuba and Santo Domingo is now being 
done in Haiti, for the benefit of the 
people thereof. The United States is also 
befriending Nicaragua against a _ pe- 
culiarly dangerous foreign assault mas- 
querading as a revolution of Nicara- 
guans. Communist conspirators, encour- 
aged by the Calles government of Mex- 
ico, are furnishing arms, money and men 
to the forces that are attempting to de- 
stroy the republic of Nicaragua. 

President Coolidge and Secretary Kel- 
logg are following the path that was 
blazed by Theodore Roosevelt and Elihu 
Root in 1905.. They have ample prece- 
dent for their action in supporting the 
republic of Nicaragua against forces 
which are seeking to destroy it. The at- 
tack is novel, but the danger is no less 
real than that which threatened to de- 
stroy the Dominican Republic. The 
method of meeting this danger is the 
same in both cases—the exercise of the 
duty of the United States, under - the 
Monroe doctrine, to prevent the destruc- 
tion of free government in this hemi- 
‘sphere. 


Those Americans who do not follow 


the ins and outs of international rela- 
tions, and who are disposed to lend 
ready ears to aspersions upon the good 
faith of the United States in dealing with 
Nicaragua, should consider the case of 
Cuba and the case of Santo Domingo. 
Mr. Coolidge, no less than Theodore 


Roosevelt, is shielding a neighboring re- 
public against foreign aggression and 
threatened destruction. 


THE DIVIDEND AND THE TARIFF. 
The enormous stock dividend of the 


2 | United States Steel Corporation causes 
'the New York Times to speculate upon 


the possibility of a revival of the demand 
for a reduction of the tariff on steel. If 
the big corporation is so prosperous as 
to be able to “cut a melon” of 40 per cent 
in stock, while retaining a surplus of over 
$500,000,000, a plausible argument is fur- 
nished to those who believe that the pro- 
tective tariff is unnecessary and that it 
raises prices. The Western farm re- 
gions, especially, have become convinced 
that they are paying too much for pro- 
tected industrial products. 

Possibly an analogy might be drawn 
between the Treasury surplus and the 
steel surplus. The Treasury has col- 
lected in taxes more tran the government 
needs, and the demand for tax reduction 
is therefore widespread. Critics of the 
protective tariff will not fail to suggest 
that the Steel Corporation has collected 
more than it needs and therefore that 
the tariff on steel should be reduced or 
abolished. 

In trying to prevent the further accu- 
mulation of a Treasury surplus it is pos- 
sible that Congress might make the mis- 
take of reducing taxes right on the eve 


of a period of depression, resulting in. 


insufficient revenue and a deficit. As 
Mr. Coolidge pointed out in his message,

The Steel Corporation’s revenue, like- 


| wise, is due to general prosperity. Steel 


would instantly feel the effects of busi- 
ness depression, which would curtail 
building operations, railroad betterments 
and extensions, and other enterprises in 
which steel is largely consumed. 

Taxes, if refunded, would go into the 
pockets of American citizens. The steel 
dividend also goes into the pockets of 
American citizens, more than 90,000 of 
them. Any citizen is free to profit by 
the operations of the Steel Corporation, 
and no doubt millions of citizens wish 
they had had the foresight te accumulate 


_a few shares. 


Whether or not the removal of the 
tariff duties on steel would wipe out the 


| prosperity of the Steel Corporation and 


produce a deficit instead of a surplus is 
a matter of dispute. Foreign steel is 
finding its way into the American mar- 
ket, but importations are only a drop in 
the bucket as compared with the torrent 
of American production. Apparently 
foreign steel combinations are not strong 
enough to wrest the American market 
from American producers, tariff or no 
tariff, because American supplies and 


| methods are more abundant and superior 


to those of foreign competitors. Never- 
theless, the present prosperity of the 
steel industry in this country is not 
guaranteed against future adversity. 
Just as it is prudent to avoid a reduction 
of taxes which might create a deficit, it 
seems prudent to avoid tariff legislation 
which might transform industrial pros- 
perity into adversity. So long as the 
steel industry and all other American in- 
dustries return their profits to American 
citizens, in dividends and in high wages 
to all the workers engaged in the indus- 
tries, as well as to all workers employed 
in extracting and preparing raw materi- 
als, common sense dictates that such 
prosperity should not be endangered by 
tariff legislation. 

Instead of seeking to benefit agricul- 
ture by attacking the prosperity of in- 
dustry, Congress should apply tariff pro- 


tection in larger measure to agriculture 
and thus amplify and maintain prosperity 
among all producers. Every producer 
will attend to his own consuming without 
difficulty, if his prosperity as a producer 
is assured. 


SEEING THROUGH DARKNESS. 


According to the London Daily Mail an 
English scientist, John L. Baird, has per- 
fected an instrument which enables an 
individual to see through total darkness. 
The achievement has been accomplished 
by isolating and then employing rays 
which are outside the visible spectrum. 
The human eye is unable to see these 
rays, but the sensitive electric eye of the 
instrument selects them readily. The in- 
visible ray can be focused and flashed 
through lenses like a searchlight, but it is 
more penetrative and can be thrown 
farther than any visible ray, and also 
can pierce fog more readily. 

Man has copied the fish in being able 
to sustain himsesf beneath the water. He 
has followed the bird in flight. He has 
developed for himself a system of com- 
munication which requires no physical 


contact between the persons conversing. 
Now he has devised a pair of owl’s eyes 


by means of which he can see through fog | 


and gloom, meanwhile remaining secreted 
by an encircling protection of darkness. 

What a handy device these eyes will 
be! In war time, of course, their value 
is obvious. An enemy’s movements 
could be studied and followed even: 
though undertaken after nightfall. The 
position of night flying airplanes would 
be disclosed, and the approach watched 
without the pilot’s knowledge. Smoke 
screens would mean nothing whatsoever 
to those employing the ray. A pair of 
televoirs possibly soon will be part of the 
equipment of every well appointed house- 
hold as well. Placed near the door, he 
who returns late at night could find his 
way to bed without waking the rest of the 
family by turning on the lights. Noc- 
turnal forays on the refrigerator would 
become much more easy of accomplish- 
ment. Should a suspicious noise be heard 
in the basement, a pair of televoirs would 
enable the head of the house to conduct 
an investigation without danger of being 
seen or fired at by the burglar. But if 
televoirs should fall into the hands of 
underworld characters, they could be put 
to evil use. No doubt up-to-date crimi- 
nals will lose no time in utilizing the in- 
vention. 


COLLEGE OF GOD’S GIFT. 


More than 300 years ago there flour- 
ished in Elizabethan England a man who, 
because of his profession as play-actor, 
was legally classed as a rogue and a vaga- 
bond, but who possessed so much of the 
milk of human kindness and so great love 


for his fellow mortals, and who was, | 
moreover, endowed with so genuine a | 
spirit of religion, that he has come down | 
to posterity as one of those outstanding | 


pious founders whose benefactions con- 
tributed in an eminent degree to the 
spread of education and culture among 
their countrymen.: The _ individual 
question, Edward Alleyn, was the rival 
of Richard Burbage for first place among 
Elizabethan actors. There is no record 
to show that Alleyn performed in any of 
Shakespeare’s plays, and the only men- 
tion he makes of Shakespeare in his writ- 
ings is a notation that he had bought a 
copy of the Sonnets. Alleyn, however, 
was closely associated with the other 
great theatrical luminary of the epoch, 
Christopher Marlowe, and he appears to 
have gained his greatest reputation as 
the impersonator of the typical Marlowe 
characters, Tamburlaine and the Jew of 
Malta. 

Alleyn was a man of enterprise, and 
it was not long until, in conjunction with 
his stepfather-in-law, Henslowe, and 
later on his own account, he owned or 
controlled several theaters. He acted at 
his fine new playhouse, the Fortune, in 
1600, but he finally retired from the stage 
about the time of the accession of James 
I to the English throne in 1608. He had, 
however, other irons in the fire. From 
1594 onward he was connected with the 
bear garden and had a license for baiting, 
and from 1604 to 1615 he and Henslowe 
jointly held letters patent as “masters of 
the royal game of bears, bulls, and mas- 
tiff dogs.” Alleyn “baited” the lions in 
the Tower of London at James’ corona- 
tion, and as late as 1621 he personally 
superintended a display given at Green- 
wich before the king. 

It was from these varied activities and 
from shrewd and farsighted investment 
of the proceeds in house and land prop- 
erty, that he amassed the large fortune 
which, in his own lifetime, he devoted to 
the purchase of the manor of Dulwich, 
whereon he founded the College of God’s 
Gift, which was formally opened in Sep- 
tember, 1619. The site cost £100,000, 
present value, and the building and en- 
dowment about as much more. The 
original college was for one master, one 
warden, four fellows, six poor brethren, 
six poor sisters and twelve poor scholars. 
The founder drew up the rules at great 
length and with much care. He was anx- 
ious that the students should be well fed, 
in addition to being well taught, for he 
stipulated that the boys were to have a 
cup of beer at breakfast and beer with- 
out stint at dinner; that the beef and 
mutton were to be sweet and good; that 
the beer was to be well brewed; and that 
the bread was to be well baked and made 


of clean and sweet wheaten meal. In 
1626, shortly before his death, Alleyn ex- 
tended the endowment so as to include 


| 80 boys.. Since then the foundation has 


been reconstituted and the scope of the 
college considerably widened, so that 
now, with its two divisions of upper and 
lower, it takes rank with the other great 
public schools of England. Its governors 
have estates covering 1,000 acres to ad- 
minister, as well as almshouses and other 
charitable institutions for which Alleyn 
provided.

Senate last summer, was recommended, 
But in the rush of business during June

In the meantime a proposal was ad- 
vanced to include the Botanic Garden 
extension in the general Capital better- 
ment bill. That measure, however, con- 


templates the acquisition only of that 
square of land at the foot of Capitol Hill 
on which are located a baking establish- 
ment, a church, a filling station and sev- 
eral houses facing on Maryland avenue.

In the many little settlements in the 
valleys of the territory are quantities 
of small farms owned and worked by 
Peruvians—-women chiefly, in the last 
vears, for the Chileans have expelied 
30 many of the men, or deported them 
o her nitrate provinces which she 
took from Peru and Bolivia at the 
same time that she got her ten-year 
possession to Tacna and Arica. 

What these poor inhabitants of the 
territory, and the refugees who came 
back to vote, suffered in the ten months 
ff effort to hold a plebiscite there I 
know, for I was a witness to much of 
the pitiful story. I have seen and 
talked with the daily stream of ref- 
ugees fleeing from Chilean violence to 
our ship, which was the home of the 
Peruvian delegation. Men carried on 
board on stretchers, men, and even 
women, with heads bandaged, whole 
families driven from their homes 
because of having shown Peruvian 
sympathies, hundreds of these poor 
Peruvian inhabitants came to us, and} 
were sent on to Lima as soon as their 
wounds were well enough. Some died 
7 their wounds in the territory.

the Peruvian victory would have been 
overwhelming. Chile herself has shown 
her belief in Peru’s superiority in num- 
bers, for had Chile thought she could 
win by fair means she surely would 
not have continued her policy of vio- 
lence and deportations, as she did, un- 
der the very noses of Pershing and Las- 
siter, 


By preventing the holding of the 
plebiscite Chile has forfeited all claim 
to the territory under the treaty of 
Ancon. Legally and morally the .title 
goes to Peru, which explains why Chile 
is willing to sell her claim—though at 
what price we do not know. But be- 
fore we ask Peru to sell hers we should 
consider the history of the past four 
years. In our arbitration, which we of- 
fered, we said that the people of the 
territory should determine their fate 
for themselves. 


But, disregarding the practice in all 
the European plebiscites sincé the war, 
we arranged a plebiscite without neu- 
tralization. We asked these ro. 
to take part in the hottest kind o 
political campaign known, yet left the 
territory completely in the hands of the 
Chilean troops, officials and police. The 
thousands of Peruvian refugees might 
come back, our award said, but they 
must carry on the campaign under the 
very officials who had expelled them. 
Gen. Pershing was quite the best part of 
our award, but he had merely advisory 
functions. The protection of the Peru- 
vians was left to the honor of Chile. 


It was manifestly impossible that 
such a plebiscite should be a fair one, 
and the Peruvian government knew it. 
Ye*, although its request for neutrali- 
zation was refused by the arbitrator, it 
accepted our award and cooperated 
magnificently in every step necessary 
to the plebiscite. The sportsmanship 
shown by President Lequia, and by his 
government, deserves our deepest grat- 
itude, for they might justly have said 
to the world, “you see, such a plebiscite 
can not be held.” 

This plebiscite which Gen. Lassiter 
himself declared unworkable, has cost 
Peru more than 83,000,000, the lives of 
scores, at least, of her people of Tacna 
and Arica and the suffering of thou- 
sands more. How cain we now insist 
that she hand over all claim to the 
territory when its people have crowned 
their 40-year devotion to Peru with 
this last year of heroism for her? 

Consider the political consequences 
of such an act. These thousands of 
men fleeing from the Chilean terror in 
Tacna and Arica have been flooding 
Peru for twenty years. Joining with the 
thousands of more refugees from the 

nitrate province Chile took in 1879 
| from Peru, they years ago formed the 
k ‘Association of Tacna, Arica and Tara- 
| paca,” which jis a very large and power- 
| ful political force in Peruvian affairs. 
You may be sure they do not wish to 
see the homes they have suffered for 
sold to Bolivia. 

It is of course impossible to hold 
now the plebiscite that could not be 
held a year ago. What then should be 
done? The just answer is clear, and 
justice is often statesmanship. The 
territory belongs to Peru. That should 
be so declared. Bolivia does not need 
territory, she has a plenty. She would 
be the worse, not the better, off for so 
many unwilling citizens centrolling her 
seacoast. But she does need an out- 
let to the sea. A right of way over the 
raliroad and joint participation in its 
administration should be given her, 
with a free zone in the port of Arica, 
j}and her own docks, lighters and cus- 
tom officials

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In

and to worship it. Then he fulminates, 
explodes, diffuses, scintillates and pro- 
claims, to all who will read or listen, 
the sanctity of free thought and free 
gg and the glory and nobility of 
them, and is ready to set up in busi- 
ness as a professional martyr. 

Usually the man, as he ripens by 
contact with the actualities and re- 
sponsibilities of life, learns that Mum- 
bo-Jumbo of central Africa is not one 
whit more untrustworthy, absurd or 
fallible as a deity than is the human 
intellect, unrestrained and undirected 
by the laws of religion and morality 


and the customs and rules of civilized | 


society. Those who fail to acquire this 
lesson become noisy, useless, always 
aggressive old persons, eagerly garrulous 
with tongue or pen, or both, striving 
to drown conscience and common sense 
with ceaseless floods of verbiage. Most 
of us know some such. 

What is called free thought may 
justify the free thinker in any crime 
or outrage, including overthrow of gov- 
ernments, assassination, wholesale or 
retail theft. Every criminal who has 
worn stripes or felt the halter draw 
has made a perfectly good case of self- 
justification by his own mental, or 
intellectual, processes.

After a two-day discussion the con- 
ference found they were able to meet 
on common ground in every issue that 
was raised, and the recommendations 
arrived af were given not only unani- 
mous but enthusiastic support. 

The proposed amendment would add 
to the number of directors of the as-: 
sociation so as to provide for fifteen 
directors from States. At the same 
time it would make chairmen of the 
six divisions of the association, which 
represent the various specialized 
branches of real estate activity, direc- 
tors ex Officio. A second proposed 
amendment would permit the national 
association to enter into a reciprocal 
membership agreement with State 
associations which comply with cer- 
tain standards and conditions. The 
third proposed amendment would cre- 
ate a body to be known as the States 
council, whose function would be two- 
fold. It would be a national confer- 
ence medium for the discussion of 
problems common to State real estate 
organizations, and it would be a ma- 
chinery for the designating of the sug- 
gested directors from States. 


Would Extend Service. 


The adoption of the plan, members of 
both committees stated, would give an 
opportunity to consolidate the full 
strength of real estate as an organized 
business, and would mean a tremendous 
acceleration of the whole movement for 
the advancement of business standards, 
and the development and spread of the 
specialized knowledge of real estate, 
which is the basis of the realtor’s serv- 
ice to his community. 

If the plan suggested by the confer- 
ence of contact committees is approved 
by the official delegate body of the na- 
tional association at the Miami meet- 
ing through the adoption of the pro- 
posed amendments it will become effec- 
tive as of January 1, 1928. since officers, 
under the present provisions of the con- 
stitution, have already been elected for 
1 


927.

(a) That it be organized with local 
boards as its constituent members, ex- 
cept that it may have individual mem- 
bers in cities or counties where there 
are no organized real estate boards

(ob) That it shall adopt and agree to 
aid the national association in enforc- 
ing the code of ethics of the national 
association. 

(c) That member boards of the State 
association representing 90 per cent of 
the realtors in the State shall indorse 
the application for a reciprocal rela- 
tionship. 

(ad) That such State association shall 
adopt as minimum requirements for 
election of any board to its memiber- 
ship the requirements established by 
the national association for its own 
membership. . 

It was recommended that the na- 
tional board of directors shall reserve 
the right of review and of retaining as 
a member in the national association 
any real estate board which resigns 
from a State association or which is 
expelled from a State association for 
any other cause than nonpayment of 
dues on a parity with other member 
boards, notwithstanding any reciprocal 
agreement with the State association.

“What constitute the fundamental

require salesmanship in some form or | 
other and all of us are salesmen—sales- | 
men of commodities, of ideas, or of | 


service. Wherein, then, does a real 
estate salesmen need to be more than, 
or different from, any other salesman? 

Every salesman should “know his 
stuff.”” There can be no escape from, 


or substitution for, that fact. I do 
not mean by this merely the obvious 
things about the proposition in hand; I 
mean the big, economic picture into 
which the particular proposition fits. A 


| boulevard must know the financial and 
economic fundamentals of this great 


not only of values 
output, of population, of bank clearings 
and deposits, of harbor tonnage, oll pro- 
duction, assessed valuation, &c. 

Facts are stubborn and enduring 
things. Every fact stands four square 
with every other fact in the world. The 
good salesman limits himself always to 
the facts. He may read into them his 
optimism, perhaps his imagination, but 
the facts themselves are sacred. 

Faith is essential; faith in one’s 
country, one’s community, in the com- 
modity which one sells; faith in one's 
self. 9 

A good salesman acts for both parties, 
the seller and the buyer, because no 
transaction is permanently successful 
and no sale is a good sale unless both 
parties profit thereby. 

Perhaps we might agree that a sales- 
man is “good” in exact proportion to 
the way in which he recognizes and ful- 
fills his obligation to his firm, his cus- 
tomer, his community, himself. These 
lobligations are rather more fundamental 
for a real estate salesman than in most 
lines of salesmanship. An automobile, 
for example, is sold for a limited life 
of service and disappears from the pic-

Would Put Tenant-Buyers on 
Parity With Private 
Home Owners. 


The National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards will ask that apartment 
buildings cooperatively owned by 
their tenants as individual homes be 
given the status of privately owned 
homes for purposes of Federal taxation. 

Request that recognition be made of 
the status of such apartments as 
homes will be included by the associa- 
tion in a brief asking for changes in 
the Federal revenue act of 1926 or in 
the administrative provisions inter- 
preting that act. The brief will shortly 
be presented to the joint committee of 
Congress appointed to cooperate with 
the Treasury Department in interpreta- 
tion of the Federal income tax law and 
to recommend modifications or changes.

The United States League of 
Building and Loan Associations 
been singularly successful in_ pro- 
tecting the interests of building and 
loan associations in Federal legislation, 
particularly as it affects taxation of 
these organizations. In this the league 
has had the hearty cooperation of the 
various State leagues affiliated with it. 

As a result of the activities of the 
United States league for many years 
past, building and loan associations have 
had the favorable consideration of 
Congress, and have been exempted from 
the provisions of every Federal income 
and stamp tax act passed by that body.

Not Defined by Congress. 


While Congress never has undertaken 
to declare a statutory definition of what 
a building association is, it has recog- 
nized these associations as created by 
the laws of the several States, which 
define their purposes and powers, and 
regulate and control their business. 

Each State has its own code, and 
while there is a similarity in the opera- 
tion of these associations, their powers 
and the methods of furthering their ob- 
jects differ in many of the States 

Congress, however, has indicated in 
some of its enactments the kind of a 
building association which it intended 
should be exempt from taxation. To | 
owtain a clear and comprehensive view 
of the Federal taxation question, as far 
as building associations are concerned, 
it. will be helpful to review briefly 
history of the legislation passed by 
Congress, as well as the departmental 
interpretations given it by the internal 
revenue bureau by regulations and de-

How does a man speak many lan- 
guages and yet not know any of them?

"W9HE Washington Water Color club 
T opened yesterday at the Corcoran 
is its thirty-first 
annual exhibition. It seems to im- 
prove with its maturity. This is one 
of the best shows it hes had in a long 
time. There are not a great number 
of water colors shown, but those that 
are hung are of really creditabie excel- 
lence. It compares favorably with the 
recent water color exhibition at Phila- 


gallery. This

Most of the water colors are by 
Washington artists, although there are 
several paintings by well-known out- 
of-town artists, among them Charles 
W. Hawthorne, Jane Peterson, Yarnelle

ing the entrance is held by a brilliant 
painting entitled “The Orange Sail,” 
by Jane Peterson.

NEW DETAILS 
OF CIVIL WAR 


“Highways and Byways of the Civil 
War,” by Clarence Edward Macartney 
(Dorrance & Co., Philadelphia), is a 
companion volume to “Lincoln and His 
Generals,” by the same author, which 
won much favorable comment when it 
was published some months ago. 

The historian can glean much valu- 
able new material from Mr. Macartney’s 
book but the casual reader will be en- 
tertained by it as well. He calls it “a 
pilgrimage to the battlefields of the 
Civil War” and such it is. From Buil 
Run to Appomattox it is a tale of valor 
on the part of those who wore the blue 
and equally so on the part of those who 
wore the gray. ; 

The author has not hesitated to han- 
dle small detailg of human interest, 
which sometimes escape the eyes of the 
average historian. For instance, he de- 
ascribes the various types of uniforms 
and we jearn with amazement that 
some of the Confederate officers still 
wore the untlofrm of the old Union 
army. 

He gives a graphic story of what took 
place at Appomattox courthouse, some 
of it gathered from eyewitnesses, As 
he truly writes: “Americans today can 
look back upon that scene in the front 
room of the McLean house and be proud 
to sey thet they were the countrymen 
of either Grant or Lee. Lee was great 
in life’s supreme test—adversity—and 
Grant was megnanimous in his tri- 
‘umph.” 


Dr. Macartney has given sixteen 
years to the special sttidy and investiga- 
tion of the civil war period. He has 
also delved deeply into private diaries 


and gathered therefrom much hereto-

Business Organization and 
Administration Will Be Add- 
ed to Stevens’ Classes. 


Examination in all courses last week 
marked the close of the fall term in 
the school of economics and govern- 
ment of National university. 

In connection with the opening of the 
winter term, university officials an- 
nounce a general broadening of the 
curriculum to include courses in sev- 
eral subjects for which many students 
have expressed a desire. 

Among these is a course in public 
speaking to be conducted by Repre- 
sentative Henry R. Rathbone, Illinois. 
For credit in the school of economics 
and government, the course is sched- 
uled for Tuesdays in the lower hall of 
the university building. It will begin 
at 5:35 p. m. Students registering for 
the course, however, will be given the 
option of attending the course in pub- 
lic speaking and trial tactics, conducted 
by Representative Rathbone as part of 
the law school curriculum on Thursday 
afternoons. The Thursday class is held 
at the same hour and in the same hall. 

One of the new courses which ad- 
vance enrollment Indictaes will be 
among the most popular offered is that 
in real estate which will be conducted 
by Godfrey L. Munter. Munter is 
instructor in suretyship in the law 
school. 


Comprehensive Realty Course. 


The real estate course, as devised by 
him, will be one of the most compre- 
hensive ever offered by the school. It 
will deal with practical probiems of im- 
portance not only to business men in 
the real estate field, but to the invest- 
ing public generally. The thoroughness 


is indicated in the outline of the course, 
which will include lectures and instruc- 


estate 

and titles, acquisition and convey- 
ales and exchange, preparation 
of papers; brief outline in nontechnical 
language of various Kinds of realty fee; 
life dower, courtesy, years, joint, com- 
mon entireties; building and straight 
loans; financing, title insurance settle- 
ments, settlement certificates, material 
and immaterial objections to title, ease- 
ments, the bankrupty act and its rela- 
tion to real estate; conveyances and 
mortgages by corporations and fiduciar- 
les and the necessary steps to make and 
complete the same; valuations and ap- 
prisements; building and loan associa- 
tions; judgments and other liens; sub- 
divisions and restrictions; fire insur- 
ance; insurable interest; conduct of in- 
sured risks; transfer of policies. 

The course in investments, conduct- 
ed by Dr. W. H. S. Stevens, assistant 
chief economist of the Federal Trade 
Commission, will be continued during 
the winter term. In addition, Dr. Ste- 
vens will conduct a new course on busi- 
ness organization and administration. 


State Relations to Be Studied. 


This course will include a survey of 
the forms of organization for the con- 
duct of business, individual, partner- 
ship and corporation; characteristics of 
the corporation, corporation organizea- 
tion, boards of directors, corporate of- 
ficers and their functions, line and staff 
organizations, purchasing, stores, sales, 
advertising, credits, collections, produc- 
tion and traffic. 

The problem of relation of State to 
State and the content of international 
law. will be taken up by Dean Charles 
Pergler in his course in foundations of 
government. 

Enrollment increases are noted in 
several of the continuing courses, no- 
tably banking and finance, economics, 
English, American government, history 
and psychology. 

First copies of “America in the Strug- 
gle for Czechoslovak Independence,” the 
volume by Dean Pergler, have reached 
university officials. The book repre- 
sents the chronicling by Pergler of 
events in which he played a conspicuous 
part during the world war. It is ex- 
pected to prove of great interest to stu- 
dents of history in that it is the first 
work dealing with this important epoch 
in the histories of both nations.

Mather Lewis a conference on public 
information to take place here on the 
dates of March 24, 25 and 26. The con- 
ference will be attended by members of 
the faculties of universities and col- 
leges throughout the country. 

Questions of political science, eco- 
nomics, commerce, foreign service, busi- 
ness administration, taxation and 
transportation, in fact, the whole busi- 
ness of govenrment will be discussed 
by high government officials. 

There will be three days of round 
table discussions of the business of the 
government so that university and col- 
lege teachers will get at first hand and 
from the sources the various govern- 
mental problems.

Contrary to the general idea, the 
human heart is not the 
working plece of machinery which re- 
mains in reliable service, according to 
engineering executives of the Hudson 
Motor Car Co. In fact, compared with 
the action of a piston in an automobile, 
the heart is a sluggard, they say. 

These figures are pointed out: The 
pulsations of a heart are normally about 
70 to the minute, whereas a motor 
traveling 30 miles an hour will be turn- 
ing over more than 2,000 times a min- 
ute. 

In this period there will be twice that 
number of pulsations for cach piston. 
or more than 4,000. Thus the piston 
action in a métor is at the rate, ap- 
proximately, of 60 times that of the 
heart. Or, stating it another way, a 
piston puleates as much in a minute as 
the heart in an hour. 

“This fact is most important to the 
motor buyer,” said Walter Lambert, of 
the Lambert-Hudson Motor Car Co.. 
“because it illustrates to him the tm- 
portance of light but strong piston con- 
struction, If such a terrific rate of ac- 
tivity is multiplied by heavy pistons o 
other reciprocating parts in the motor, 
we can easily understand its destructive 
force, If the pistons are light this bur- 
den on the motor is greatly lessened. 

“Up to a few years ago it was almost 
universal practice in the motor car inb- 
dustry to use heavy cast-iron pistons; 
but for the last few seasons many qual- 
ity cars, including Hudson and Essex, 
have adapted the aluminum-alloy pis- 
ton, which weighs from 32 to 40 per 
cent less than a cast-iron piston of 
similar construction. 

“These pistons arc more expensive 
and are another example of how. pro- 
cressive automobile firms have adopted 
lighter and stronger materials in im- 
portant units of construction. The re- 
sult is @ much smoother end a longer- 
lived motor. These pistons are al] the 
more satisfactory, since it has been 
possible to fit them more closely in the

HE has learned about love from 


Mr. Ford Madox Ford, and found 

it not at all the sort of thing the 
sophisticated feminists would make it 
out to be. 


That. in tabloid form, is the story con- 


tained in “I Have This 
to Say,” an amazingly 
frank autobiography 
by Miss Violet Hunt, 
that is creating a sen- 
sation. 

Before she stopped 
writing about love 
and started to experi- 
ence it, Miss Hunt 
was one of the ablest 
and most ardent fem- 
inists in England. 

She wrote fluently 
and convincingly of 
“the slave mind” 
among women; of 
their being chattels of 
their lords; of eco- 
nomic and social laws 
that were unfair to 
them. 

In particular, she 
assaHed the marriage 
conventions and the 
double standard of 
morals. 

This propaganda 
she conducted by word 
or mouth, in her books 
and in her magazine, 
Freewoman. 

But much has hap- 
pened to Miss Violet 
Hunt in the last few 
crowded years. Her 
romance with Mr, Ford; also a novelist, 
has been bruited about the world. It has 
led to lawsuits and recriminations, hur- 
ried changes of residence and estrange- 
ment of old friends. It has progressed 
through all the stages, this romance of 
the new freedom. And in the end, it 
has foundered. 


They fell out, one day in Germany, 
‘over whether they should rent their 
rooms furnished or unfurnished. Ford 
in a burst of candor told her she an- 


noyed him exceedingly. He showed he 
was weary of love. Not long afterward 
he went away. “To another,” she hints 
rather plainly. 

In “I Have This to Say,’”’ Miss Hunt 
confesses that when she wrote as an 
advanced feminist of the equality of the 
sexes she did not understand. Life and 
experience have changed her views. 


_. “Women,” she says in her autobiog- 
raphy, “have always been powerless to 
save. There is no such thing as loving- 
kindness between woman and man. ‘It 
is bound to be love or nothing, with a 
dash of hate. The sexes are ravening 
beasts, when once yen come to brass 
tacks. ; 

“As to love’s crop, once sown—if it

so different from the suave stories with 
which she won her fame: 


It is, “when you come to brass tacks,” 
only another way of saying that “the 
woman pays.” Which is as old as the 
eternal hills. 


Disillusionment is the thread that 
binds this well-conceived and brilliantly- 
written document together. 


Even for the ordinary reader, with no 
knowledge of the author’s stormy love 
affair, it has a strong interest, for in it 
she writes entertainingly of such di- 
verse characters as Oscar Wilde and 
John Ruskin, H. G. Wells and Henry 
James, Joseph Conrad and W. H. Hud- 
son, S. S. McClure and D. H. Lawrence. 


McClure she regarded as the embodi- 
ment of American energy and almost 
sinister. Wilde she knew when he was 
a callow young man.

Miss Hunt knew Ford when she was 
a child. Her parents were members of 
the pre-Raphaelite group, as were his. 
His father was a German naturalized in 
England. 

As children, both met Wilde William 
Morris, Swinburne and the Rossettis. 
Then they drifted apart. It was years 
before they met again. By that time, 
Miss Hunt had made her mark as a 
feminist and had a select audience for 
her clever writings. Ford, years older, 
was ‘editor of the English Review, 
and on his way to international fame, 
which he achieved with his novels, 
“Some Do Not,” “No More Paraues’”’ 
and ‘‘A Man Could Stand Up.” 

She took him some manuscripts. He 
remembered her from. her days as a girl 
at Whitby. He selected one of the 
scripts at random, not even reading it, 
and said, “‘I’ll buy this.”’ 

Later he accepted other contributions 
and made her his sub-editor. 2 

Miss Hunt gives a vivid account of 
Ford’s threat to, commit suicide when 
she visited him’ in his apartment one 
night—a description all the more effec- 
tive in that it is faintly touched with 
humor. He had been talking of suicide. 
She writes: 

“What can a woman do? There is 
the old, traditional way of comfor 
Something of-the sort. I put one hand 
on the lapel of his coat and asked iim 
not to look so unhappy. 

“My other hand, by the will of Provi- 
dence, stole to the loose open pocket of 
the brawn velvet jacket’ Rosetti had 
given him. It fished out a dark, fluted 
bottle marked ‘poison.’ The blunt let- 
ters were like the head of a cobra sud- 
denly reared. I took it to the light and 
he waited like a condemned criminal. 
I asked him if he had been going to 
use it and he said he had. ‘Donkey!’ I 
said, and keeping the bottle in my hand 
sought for my coat and shouldered it. 
I was firm. For the first time, ufter 
one of our dinners, he walked home with 
me—and it was only half-past ten‘ when 
all was said and done.”

book, are interesting. 


H. G. Wells was an old acquaintarce

But he did not presume 
to advise.

Elegance a Matter of Detail. 


Elegant women look for simplicity be- 
cause they know that they can thereby re- - 
tain more of themselves——their own lines and 
own .personalities—than when they dresg to 
make observers look at the dress rather than 
at the one who is wearing it. These women 
are more careful in the selection of their 
shoes and hats, I belleve, than in the selec-

Most of us who enjoy music have felt its 
tnysterious power to us—-to rest us 
when we are ‘tired, make us happy 
are glum, encourage us, thrill and inspire us. 
But just what is this strange power? Why 
do we tap our feet to the rhythm of a lively 
tune? Why does one kind of music ‘“‘feel 
good,’ another depress us? 

Scientists are just beginning to learn the 
answers. They have learned that music, be- 
sides being a source of pleasure and cnter- 
tainment, can become a force of immense 
practical value in our homes, offices and 


workshops; that mélodie¢s and harmonies, 
chosen and used scientifically, possess re- 
markable powers of renewing our vitality. 
They generally agree, writes Edgar C. 
Wheeler, in. Popular Science Monthly for 
January, that the secret of music’s power is 
iis rhythm. This rhythm, impressed upon 
us through our ears, goes through our bodies 
with contagious effect, just as the footfalls

Nearly all of our bodily machinery operates 
rhythmically. The rhythm of music seems to 
have the effect of altering the beat of this 
natural rhythm. It arouses or depresses the 
action of the nerves, changes the action of 
bodily secretions, makes the heart beat fast- 
er or slower, alters the rhythm of breathing, 
und acis through motor nerves on the mus- 
cles.

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to the speed of your heartbeats. The aver- 
age normal human pulse runs about 70 beats 
to the minute. A lively tune, like a: quick- 
step march, the rhythm of which is faster 
than the heartheat—-~say 89 to the minute— 
almost always has the effect of exciting or 
exhilarating us. Ye express our reaction to 
this excitement by tapping with our feet and 
applauding. On the other hand, music with 
rhythm slower than the heartbeat has oppo- 
site effects. Sometimes it rests us; often it 
depresses and makes us gloomy. ; 

Franz Kneisel, late leader of the famous 
Kneisel string quartet, took advantage of 
these facts by deliberately setting the rhythm 
of his selections slightly above the normal 
heartbeat. The result of this was invariably 
a marked increase in applause. The secret 
of the popularity of John Philip Sousa, the 
famous bandmaster, lies partly in the fact 
that he usually times the rhythm of his band 
music just above that of the normal heart- 
beat. 

Dr. EK. E. Free, authority on sound and 
light, learned some interesting facts about 
our foot-tapping habits in recent experi- 
ments with theater eudiences.

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE.

My husband works in 4a 
woolen mill and there they receive boxes of 
thistles from France. The snake was on one 
of the thistles. The workers are all excited 
about it.” 

The snake did not arrive with the lette: 
Sunday intervened. Monday noon I received 
word that the package had arrived. I hu 
ried down to the WBZ office. Sure enough 
there was a small package wrapped in two 
layers of paper and with no air holes. I said 
“If there is a snake in there he certainly is 
dead by this time.’ 

I opened the box and in it was a little ser 
pent wery far from dead. It was. bare!) 
seven inches long, and I have seen angle 
worms of greater circumference. I took 
him out of the box and immediately | under 
stood something of the excitement that must 
have prevailed among those workers at the 
woolen mill. You see, this lively little snake 
wiggled out of my fingers. dropped on the 
typewriter desk near which I was standing 
and slipped down through a crack. The ce 
lerity with which the young man who had 
heen seated at the typewriter reached the 
other side of the room was equaled only bs 
the rapidity with which a young woman who 
was in the room landed standing in a chair. 
Nor was peace restored until the little reptile 
was once more in his box, the box in mys 
pocket and the two of us ready to depart. 

It goes without saying that that litle snake 
was inocuous. It was not poisonous and it 
was so tiny that to be afraid of it was the 
height of absurdity. Apparently it was a 
lively specimen of our little DeKay snake, bu! 
how a DeKay snake happened to be in a box 
received from France is not easily explained. 
I suspect those boxes from I*rance contained 
teazels rather than thistles, the teazel being 
used in woolen mills to raise the nap on cloth. 
On the face of things it looked as if this 
little snake had traveled all the way across 
the ocean. Certainly the evidence pointed 
that way. 


But it was circumstantial evidence. I like 
to think that that little serpent reached 
America as a stowaway, but knowledge of 
the fact that this species of snake is frequent- 
ly found around buildings, together with his 
ability to slip through a hole not much larger’ 
than the circumference of an ordinary match, 
leads me to believe that this vanturesome 
little snake got into the box of teasels right 
there at that mill.

A Naturalist’'s Question Box. 


Little Anna TT. Palmer is very anxious to 
know where turtles live in winter. 

The turtles hibernate in mud or earth; just 
as frogs and toads hibernate. They dig in 
with the coming of cool weather and appear 
fairly early in the spring, 

Onua warm, sunny day in early April George 
I}. Burbank once witnessed a moving mass of 
snakes that covered the ground for several 
rods. They varied in length from a foot to 
three feet. lle wants to know if the small 
snakes were hatched in the spring from eggs 
that were laid the fall before. 

No, those young were probably from eggs 
which hatched early the fall previous and 
hibernated. Snakes sometimes gather in con- 
siderable humbers on a favorable ground for 
hibernation, scattering again on the spring 
awakening. Undoubtedly Mr. Burbank stum- 
bled on one of these hibernation grounds. 

Alexander Johnson asks what kind of 
spider it is that makes the single strand webs 
wcross roads and paths. 

Many kinds of spiders will run single lines 
across Vacant spaces, especially in the fall. 
Icven a ground-living ‘spider will sometimes 
be Observed sitting on an elevation, sending 
out a line, or perhaps several lines. These 
simply float away with the wind. When such. 
a line strikes an object it becomes attached. 
and when the slack is taken up it becomes a 
tight-rope.

MAJORITY OF BUFFALOS ON NICKELS.

In the early '70’s there were fully 50,000,- 
000 buffalos roaming the Western plains; 
then the commercial hunters came, killing 
them only for their hides, $2 each. In a few 
short years the buffalo herds were annihi- 
lated. As early as '72 this slaughter was 
arousing Western congressmen to action, but 
because of lack of interest among Eastern 


members it was not until 1906 that a bill was 
passed setting aside the timber preserve in 
the Wichita mountains of Oklahoma, where

For lighting there are strings of nuts from 
the candlenut tree impaled on splinters of 
palm wood. By that means is formed a sort 
of torch, two feet or more in length, which 
burns slowly with a yellowish flame, absorb- 
ing enough of the nut oil to make the light 
continuous as each nut in turn burns out. 

The calabash tree furnishes many kinds of 
utensils, including water canteens, telescop- 
ing containers, ladles, spoons, sieves and 
strainers. Its gourd-like fruits, when the 
outer green coat is removed,, have a hard, 
smooth, yellowish surface suitable for paint- 
ing or engraving with decorative designs. 


The men of Darien wear anything from a 
breech-cloth to trousers and cotton shirt, the 
tails of the latter outside. The women wear 
a short cotton skirt and short-sleeved chemise 
of the same material. It is the men’s job to 
clear land for cultivation, but the women 
plant and care fof the crops, which include 
corn, sugarcane, yams, sweet potatoes, to- 
matoes, pumpkins, cacao and peppers. On 
the farms are plenty of chickens, turkeys, 
ducks and pigs, but no horses. 

It is largely an island-dwelling population, 
and the natives are as much at home on the 
water as on land. They will go into the 
forest and get all the materials for a boat, 
including the hull (a hollowed cedar trunk), 
mast, sail and ropes. ; 

Such a “dugout” canoe is big enough to 
carry 1,000 coconuts to market at Colon. 
Its sail is of tree bark, and the craft floats 
as light as a feather. Set securely in the 
bottom of the boat is a small cookstove of 
iron or earthenware, for which charcoal is 
provided.

to use that remarkable weapon, the blowgun, 
for killing birds. 

The blowgun is made from a hollow, joint- 
less reed, and is usually about five and a half 
feet long, the projectiles discharged from it 
being little darts of bamboo, wrapped with 
cotton to fit the more. Its accuracy in skill- 
ful hands is wonderful, a puff of breath send- 
ing the dart on its way. 

They make nets for the capture of green 
turtles, 50 feet long and 10 feet wide, which 
they anchor in river mouths and other places 
frequented by those creatures, the upper edge 
being sustained by floats of balsa wood. At- 
tached to one of the floats is a decoy turtle 


fashioned out of cedar which attracts the 


huge sea tortoises, causing them to become 
entangled in the net. 

Rats infest the roofs of the houses, and at 
intervals it is necessary to get rid of them. 
On rat-catching day the men climb upon the 
roof and beat the thatch with sticks, driving 
down the rats. As they run down or drop 


from above they are killed by the women and 


children with clubs. When the killing is 
over, the dead rats are loaded aboard a boat, 
carried out to sea and dumped overboard to 
feed the fishes. : 

No self-respecting male citizen of Darien 
old enough to raise whiskers allows them to 
grow. Razors being unknown in that coun- 
try, the men get rid of their beards by having 
them pulled out hair by hair. This is the 
women’s job. | 

Another task assigned to the women is 
that of painting decorative designs on the 
inen's skins. As eponajanred. a Rae At and 
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Each of these images represents one of the divinities whom the 
medicine man calls upon in his efforts to cure all sorts of ills, both 
physical and spiritual 


other, particularly their legs. The 
colors used are obtained from 
plants, red, blue and yellow. 

When a baby girl is two weeks 
old, the mother pierces her ears 
and the septum of her nose, and 
draws threads therethrough. Four 
days later she replaces the threads 
with thicker ones, and this proc- 
ess is continued until the holes 
are big enough for the attach- 
ment of little gold rings. 

When the girl is three years 
old, her legs are tightly wrapped 
with thongs below the calf, halfway up 
the calf, and below the knee, These wrap- 
pings must be replaced as often as they 
wear out, but they are never made looser. 
As a result, the legs acquire a hideously de- 
formed shape, the unwrapped parts often 
overlapping with folds of flesh. But fashion 
is all important, in Darien as elsewhere, and 
legs molded in this way are considered very 
beautiful. 

The children play with marbles of vege- 
table ivory and tops of palm wood. The 
little girls have dolls of balsa wood, which 
they dress to suit the Darien fashions. 

Each village has its cacique, or chief; its 
magician, who is the town doctor; and its 
official musician, in charge of dances and 
festive ceremonies. The chief has a ‘‘mes- 
senger” who is a sort of policeman; his most 
important duty being to keep strangers away 
and to give warning of any danger that may 
threaten. 

There is also a ‘“‘chicha taster,’’ who super- 
vises the making of the beverage consumed at 
weddings and harvest celebrations. It is the 
juice of sugarcane, cooked in kettles and 
fermented in jugs covered with leaves.

ADVICE TO BOTH HOUSES | 


(From the Outiook.) 
To the drys: 


Prohibition came to America because you 


fought for it. It came as a result of a cam- 
paign reaching back many decades. 

You have dreamed of a dry America free 
from the political corruption and social de- 
bauchery of the liquor trade. You have 
dreamed of an America where children would 
be safe from the menace of the saloon; a land 
in which the earnings of the people would be 
devoted to the comfort and improvement of 
family life; a nation free from the shackles 
of poverty, crime, and insanity, which are the 
natural sequence of alcoholic indulgence. 

You have shaped the laws of the nation 
to give at least lip service to this dream. Its 
substance in large measure still lies hidden in 
the future. 

If you will study the course of history, you 
will find that no dreams are ever entirely 
achieved. You will find that liberties are 
never won, that democracy is never attained, 
that no ideal is ever so secure that its of* 
ponents may be ignored and its possession 
ranked as a permanent asset of mankind. 
The war for liberty, democracy, and social 
ideals is a@ continuous war. It is a war in 
which many victories may be won, but a war 
in Which there can be no final victory. 
Triumph perches on the banners of the lead- 
ers of this war only so long as they remain 
on the firing line. Defeat is the portion of 
those who lay down their arms to rest. 

So in writing the eighteenth amendment 
into the Constitution of the United States 
your dry forces secured only a strategic point 
from which your fight for a dry nation might 
be advantageously continued. You have lost 
ground because you have refused to recognize 
the fact that the war in which you were en- 
gaged had merely entered into a new phase. 

Your job is a plain one. It is to use such 
weapons a8 you possess against the main ob- 
ject of your attack. The citadel you set out 
to storm was the political power of the liquor 
trade. Keep this object in mind. Do not 
divide your forces. See that your army is 
free from mercenary soldiers. See that your 
scouts are men chosen for their integrity of 
purpose as Well as their skill. 

Don’t waste your time on petty campaigns 
and abortive attacks which distract the atten- 
tion of the nation and the .world from your 
main objective. Be jealous lest in carrying 
on your battle you sacrifice hard-won ideals 
of liberty and private conscience whfch free 
men have thought worth dying for. To vio- 
late these principles in the protection of other 
principles is to lay your’ flanks open to a 
counter-attack of menacing proportions. Fight 
hard and fight fair. 

To the wets: ‘ 

Prohibition came to America partly be- 
cause most of you failed to fight against it. 
You failed to fight either because you believed 
that a prohibition law could never be placed 
in the Constitution of the United States, or 
because you were afraid or ashamed to stand 
up in social and political company with the 
By constitu- 
tional methods open to every body of citizens 
and by an overwhelming majority, the Con- 
‘gress of the nation and the legislatures of 


the States decreed the passage of the eight- 
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eenth amendment. You had your chance 
then to fight for the retention of the saloon 
if you desired it or for a modified control of 
the liquor business if that seemed best. 

You, at least those of you who have no 
sympathy with the liquor trade, lost the fight 
against the eighteenth amendment in large 
measure by default. In a nation such as the 
United States no fight need be permanently 
lost. If the principles of personal liberty and 
individual independence which you have re- 
discovered since the passage of the eighteenth 
amendment are valid principles, if they are 
inconsistent with the ideals for which the 
drys fought, you still have an opportunity to 
convince the nation of the soundness of your 
views. 

You can join Senator Wadsworth in urging 
that the eighteenth amendment be made per- 
missive instead of mandatory. That is your 
privilege as American citizens. You can join 
others in urging the complete repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. That is your right 
as a@ member of our representative democracy. 
Beware, however, lest in any campaign that 
you undertake you wage your battle along 
lines tending to destroy the rules of law and 
order under which your property and lives 
are protected and you are yourselves given % 
free hand to propose such changes as you de- 
sire to make. 

Americans have learned to fight their po- 
litical battles according to a definite code. 
The abuse or the destruction of this code 
would destroy our whole system of govern- 
ment. When a nation is free to revise its 
law, the plea for nullification has no place 
in any argument save that for revolution. If 
you wish to join belated battle with the drys, 
do so on the same terms and conditions with 
which they fought for the abolition of the 
saloon. 

If you would fight the drys, remember that 


. you must be prepared with something more 


than an attack upon the undoubted evils of 
the present situation. You must be prepared 
with a solution of the liquor problem which 
offers a convincing alternative to both pro- 
hibition and the saloon. You must discover 
a solution to a problem which has baffled the 
best minds of many nations. Have you such 
‘an alternative? The nation is ready to give a 
hearing to your answer.

The Glastonbury Thorn in Washington has 
blossomed at Christmas time. The first time 
it bore blossoms at this holy season was in 
December, 1918——-when the great world war 
stopped and it was a real Christmas for the 
people of the earth. Whether it will b.os- 
som this Christmas cannot be determined as 
yet, but if the warm weather keeps up, it 
may burst into bloom as a fine Christmas pres- 
ent for the cathedral. Now for the story 
of the Holy Thorn. 

Joseph of Arimathea, the rich man of Jeru- 
salem, who gave up his garden tomb for the 
body of Christ became a preacher of the new 
faith and-during a persecution of Christians 
with some followers escaped in a boat and 
was blown across the sea to France. After 
staying there for a time Joseph of Arimathea 
and twelve companions reentered a boat and 
were again blown without sails or oars acroés 
the sea to Britain. There they journeyed 
West until on Christmas day they came to a 
hill near Glastonbury, England, now known as 
Weary-All hill, where they rested. Here 
Joseph of Arimathea plunged his staff into 
the ground, where it immediately took root, 
budded and blossomed. Every year since 
then at Christmas time it has blossomed, be- 
coming known as the Holy Thorn of Glaston- 
bury. The king of the country. Avigarus Dy 
name, welcomed the travelers, and there 
St. Joseph and his companions erected a tiny 
church made of the wattles of reeds of the 
island, which was the first Christian mission 
in the British isles, according to the old story. 

Through all the centuries the Holy Thorn 
at Glastonbury was carefully tended and 
guarded and many traditions grew around it. 
It was thought that if any one were ill and 
could touch the leaves of the thorn he or she 
would become well. Another pretty custom 
was that when royalty visited Glastonbury he 
should be presented with a hlossom of the 
thorn in a silver box. When the Prince of 
Wales visited Washington cathedral in 1919, 
he was given a blossom in a silver box, trom 
the Glastonbury Thorn, in its Washington 
home, thus carrying out the ancient rite. 

When Christmas comes think about the 
Glastonbury Thorn and try to gee it if you 
can. Try to keep the Christmas spirit in your 
hearts and do good to others less fortunate 
than yourselves.

William Tecumseh Sherman was born in 
Ohio; graduated at West Point; served in the 
army; engaged in the banking business in San 
Francisco; practiced law in Kansas; and when 
the war between the States broke out, he was 
superintendent of a military school in Louis- 
iana. He reported for duty in the United 
States army, and this is our Christmas story 
of ’64,
